Parking regulations also will 


have to be enforced more sfrictly 
around KSB hospital. He warned, 
that the city has gone four years 
without a traffic fatality within 
the city limits but that this has 
been "mostly luck." If the city 
goes a fifth year without a death 
there should be national recog- 
nition, Ballard s.iid. He said strict 
enforcement of traffic regulations 
will help keep the books "clean" 
for another year. 


City Hall I'arking 


Ballard asked commissioners to 


restrict their'parking in front of 
the city hall to the times when 
they are on city business. "If I 
have to, I'll jerk out 'a row ot 
parkingVmetcrs on the other side 
of the street to make it even 
with the people," he warned. 


Ballard made his "orientation" 


talk after commenting that he 
could not let the council adjourn 
after a meeting which had lasted 
only one and three-fourth minutes. 
The entire session including Bal- 
lard's talk lasted about 15 minutes.

went on to tell Taft he has serious 
shortcomings 'in reaper, to or- 
ganized labor and the working 
population of America. 


At one point-in the name-callinjf 


outburst, Lewis issued this broad- 
side at Taft: 


"If you are ever elected presi- 


dent, Mr. Taft, and Joe Stalin 
should ask you about the Taft- 
Hartley slave act, I don't know 
how you'll answer him."

Claim O\vn Exemption 


Where a husband and wife each 


had income but file separate re- 
turns, each claims his own ex- 
emption. 


Can a wife be claimed as a de- 


pendent by someone like her fath- 
er—it must be a close relative—• 
who supported her? 
Yes. 


But then her husband can't 


claim any exemption for her be- 
cause, when she's claimed as the 
dependent of another, she can 
neither file jointly with her hus- 
band nor claim any exemption for 
herself. 


If a wife does file jointly with 


her husband,.she can't be claimed 
as a dependent by anyone else 
even though the latter supported 
her. 
In short, a wife can't be 


claimed as an exemption on two 
returns. 


Separate Returns 


Couples divorced or legally sep- 


arated any time in 1951—even as 
late as Dec. 31—must file separate 
returns for the year. Each then 
gets only his own exemption. 


Even though a husband paid all 


the support of a divorced or legal- 


ly separated wife he can't claim 
exemption for her. 


Husbands and wives living apart 


by Dec. 31,1951, but not divorced 
or legally separated during that 
y'ear, may file a. joint return. 


A man and wife are considered 


married for all of 1951 if they were 
married as lat* as Dec. 31, 1951. 


Dependents— 
Although no one has to file a 


return unless he had $600 or more 
income, a quirk in the old law 
said you couldn't claim as a de- 
pendent anyone who had $500 or 
more income. That's been changed.

nation's vast plant for the pro- 
jected hydrogen bomb will cost 
more than twice as much as origin- 
ally estimated, the Atomic Energy 
Commission reported today. 


Chairman Gordon Dean of the 


AEC declared at a news confer- 
ence the probable cost has be<-- 
"upped considerably" from a 600 
millioin dollar "guesstimate" of a 
year and a half ago to IVi billion 
dollars at present. 


Dean said the estimates were re- 


vised because it is apparent now 
that "reactors" will cost more 
than had been expected. 


Reactors are devices for making 


atomic explosives. 


Advanced Design 


The AEC had announced tlu > 


the reactors at the South Carolina 
H-bomb plant were to be of "ad- 
vanced" design. Dean said today 
"the design is still not completed 
on some of them." 


The new estimate was contained 


in the AEC's semi-annual report 
tc congress today. 


The commission described "in- 


tense activity" in the past six 
months 
throughout the 
entire 


atomic enterprise—including a^ 
"expanding atomic weapons pro- 
gram." It told of: 


1. Full blast operation of all its 


existing plants including those for 
making atomic explosives. 


2. Progress on new construction 


entailing three per cent of the na- 
tion's total building expenditures 
and employing nearly two per cent 
of the country's total construction 
force.

When the hand shown today was 


played in a recent tournament, 
most of the declarers were allow- 
ed to make four spades. One pair 
of East-West players 
managed, 


however, to defeat that contract 
by proper use of the trump echo. 


The trump echo consists of play- 


ing a higher trump than necessary 
when you-are just-following suit 
and not trying to win the trick. If 
J ou get a chance, you complete the 
echo by playing a lower trump on 
thc second round of that suit. 


The point of the trump ehco is 


to show that 
you hold three 


trumps altogether. That sort of in- 
formation is often more helpful to 
declarer than to your own part- 
ner, so you don't automatically 
echo in trumps whenever you have 
three cards in thc suit. 


You pick a time when it is im- 


portant for your partner to get 
the information, usually a time 
when you want to get a ruff with 
one of your trumps. 


In today's hand 
most 
West 


players led the king of diamonds 
but never touched the suit again 
when they saw the threatening 
diamonds in the dummy. South 
was able to draw trumps safely 
and eventually give up a second 
diamond trick. 


At one table, West opened the 


king of diamonds, winning the 
trick, and then shifted to the nine 
of hearts. Dummy won w.lh the 
ace, and East followed suit with 
the discouraging three of hearts. 
The king of spades was next led 
from dummy, and East carefully 
played the nine of spades. 


West wondered whether this 


could be a singleton nine of spades, 
but 
decided that the contract 


would be unbeatable if South had 
an eight-card spade suit. If the 
nine were not a singleton, East 
was surely making use of the 
trump echo. 


Why was East bothering to show 


that he had three trumps? Obvi- 
ously, he had ruffing ambitions.

FRANKFURT—The big red numeral "One" of the First Infantry 


division, the first regular division the U. S. army ever had. stands 
«ip like a stalwart soldier on yellow signboards for miles along the 
Autobahn before you come to division headquarters at Darmstadt. 


This was Gen. Pershing's favorite division in the First World 


War. It is the division which Maj. Gen. Terry Allen turned loose 
in North Africa, a'fter a hard spell of fighting which was its initiation 
to World War4l. 


Gen. 
Allen, as truculent as a bantam itself, 


thought the men of Big Red One weren't getting 
their share of the fun at the time, and they ex- 
pressed their animal 
spirits so robustioUsly that 


there were official repercussions. 
It was the offi- 


cial view that Big Red One had been too rough in 
its relaxation and needed discipline soon after en- 
tering Darmstadt. 


Today you encounter indications that Big Red 


One has suffered an overdose of refinement. 
In 


proximity to the barracks where division headquar- 
ters does business, your eyes observe a sign reading 
"Beauty Shop."

There are several kinds of heart 


disease for which in the past little 
could be done, but which now can 
be treated effectively in many in 
stances by the use of delicate heart 
surgery. 


Even with thc progress in this 


field of recenf'years, thc end has 
not yet been reached since investi- 
gators are still find.ng new meth- 
ods by which they can extend the 
benefits of heart surgery to more 
and more people. 


One -of thc most important de- 


velopments of heart surgery has 
been that iised in the treatment of 
so-called "blue babies," or infants 
born with congenital heart disease. 
The bluish color of the skin which 
gives the common name is caused 
by lack of oxygen attached to the 
hemoglobin or coloring matter ol 
the blood. 


In blue babies the deficiency ot 


oxygen is the result of a malform- 
ed heart or of the large blood ves- 
sels near it. Such defective struc- 
tures permit the blood from the 
veins which contain only a little 
oxygen to mix with the blood from 
the arteries. 
MALFORMATIONS VARY 


There are several kinds of mal- 


formations of the heart which will 
permit this mixing of oxygen- 
containing and non-oxygen con- 
taining blood. Thc various kinds 
are too numerous and too compli- 
ated to describe in detail. 
They carry such technical names 


as coarctation of the aorta, tetra- 
logy of Fallot and pulmonary ste- 
nosis, with intact ventricular sep- 
tum. But it docs make a difference 
to the patient because some kinds 
can now be successfully treated by 
surgery and others cannot. 


In one of these conditions the 


passageway between the heart and 
one of thc large blood vessels which 
should normally close befoie birth 
fails to do so. This is called a 
patent or open ductus artcriosus. 


This opening can be closed by 


heart surgery with great success. 


Some of the otner congenital 


malformations of the heart, (or 
results of disease) 
can also be 


treated successfully by surgery, 
but not all of them. 


For this rea.son careful study ot 


each case has to bo conducted in 
crdcr to make a diagnosis and to 
decide whether or not surgery 
would offer chances of relief. 


For the child with congenital 


heart disease who cannot be treat- 
ed by surgery, certain precautions 
are particularly necessary. Such 
children must, of course, be care- 
fully examined and every effort 
must be made to avoid infection 
and excessive physical strain.

doctor's home was bombed last 
night in the first flare up of 
violence over attempts to mix 
races in «the city's schoolrooms.

injury. An unoccupied 


rear bedroom was demolished. 


Today Federal Bureau of In- 


vestigation agents and Illinois 
state police joined local authori- 
ties in an investigation.

The physician, in an oral state 


ment, said the bombers "may havi 
been a small minority group o 
hoodlums that have become in 
rensed because of the school figh' 
and who intend to terrorize and 
maybe kill."

Like Earthquake 


Shoitly after he bailed out, the

Let Capt. Julian C. Meadows, 


the co-pilot, Columbus, Ga , begin 
the stoiy: 


"We had taken off at 5.35 pm. 


headed for a target in Koica. We 
were carrying 10 tons of bombs 
and a full load of gasoline. About 
20 minutes after 
takeoff, fire 


bioke out in one of the engines. 


"We tried everything to put it 


out but it just got bigger. Colonel 
Wood headed for Tokyo bay where 
we intended to drop our bombs. 
The fire spicad so lapidly that 
we knew we couldn't make it." 


Drop Bombs 


Wood then headed for an un- 


populated aica six miles west of 
the bay. He ordered the bombar- 
dier, Lt Raymond M. La Jeuncsse, 
Highland Park, Mich., to drop the 
bombs in rice paddies. The bombs 
were unarmed so as not to ex- 
plode upon contact but still could 
have caused considerable damage 
had they fallen in a populated 
area. 


Then, as flames licked over the 


bomber, Wood ordered the crew 
to bail out. 


Seconds later, the burning en- 


gine blew up and the wing buck- 
led. By then Wood knew the plane 
no longer was a. menace to any- 
one below. He hurled himself out 
of the rolling wreckage.

rotating 25,000 troops a month 
during an armistice and said 
Chinese would join in administer- 
ing the demilitarized zone. 


The Reds Waked, however, at 


restraints on moving their troops 
secretly into threatening concen- 
trations during an armistice. 


Previously the Communists had 


agreed to rotating only 5,000 U.N. 
troops. .The Allies are asking for 
75,000 a month. 


Yesterday the Reds indicated 


the Chinese would take no part in 
civil administration of the north- 
ern half of a buffer zone during an 
armistice. Today they reversed it. 
All these actions were taken by 
staff officers working their way 
slowly through "an 18-page Allied 
draft of a plan for supervising an 
armistice.
